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“KA Sower 
Went Forth to Sow” 


The parable of the sower as told by our 
Lord creates a true mental picture even in 
this modern age of specialized farm equip- 
ment. What farmer or gardener has not 
some time or other scattered seed on a 
small plot by the same hand method that 
was used on the rocky hillsides of Judea 
and Galilee two thousand years ago? The 
Bible has preserved for us the lessons that 
can be drawn from that simple act — 
spiritual lessons. 


Many of us who were reared on the 
farm like to observe the equipment which 
is devised or improved from year to year 
by the inventive genius of man to meet 
the changing needs of the time. Pictured 
here is a two-row plant setter on a Sev- 
enth Day Baptist farm in New Jersey. 
Operating the machine are two brothers 
who specialize in cash crops, a son, and 
two Puerto Rican men who speak little 
or no English. In one easy process the 
land is marked out with a scribe, pepper 
plants are set at equal distances at the 
desired depth and are watered and fertil- 
ized at the roots. 


Trailing along behind with a little 
plant-setting spade is a younger boy not 
shown in the picture but who serves to 
remind us of the application of the ancient 
parable to modern life. In that parable 
there were places in the field where there 
was not much depth of earth. The same 
is true today, even when the field is pre- 
pared for planting by the best of ma- 
chinery. Once in a while in the middle 
of a row, and frequently at the ends of 
rows, the machine encounters obstacles 
to uniformity of depth. The little boy

Modern fields, carefully prepared, are 
amazingly uniform in appearance and 
growth. However, the parable still holds 
its full meaning. Not all soil equally pre- 
pared and tended brings forth a good 
yield. When it comes to the sowing of 
the Gospel seed or the planting of which 
Paul J igs “I have planted, Apollos 
watered; but God gave the increase,” then 
we are reminded that things haven't 
changed much in 2,000 years. Methods of 
getting to the field (the mission field) are 
greatly improved and machinery for 
broadcasting the Word would be efficient 
if it were not used so much of the time 
by those who sow not the word but “sow 
to the wind.” 

The soil of the human heart is no more 
fertile than in years gone by. Shallow- 
ness, selfishness, and hardness still prevail. 
Many a heart will become productive only 
with personal attention. Five men riding 
and intent upon their work may plant 
many acres in a day, but there must be 
some personal follow-up both in the field 
of peppers and in the field of persons.

Story of the Bible 


In Our Newest State 

{t is now a matter of history that when 
first Hawaiian New Testament was 
lished by the American Bible Society 
‘Honolulu in 1832, Queen Kaahumanu 
zed a copy on her deathbed, kissed it 
iderly, lifted it high in the air, and 
tlaimed, ‘““Maikai (good).” Her late hus- 
ad, King Kamehameha, had also been 
erested in the white man’s God. Before 
_ death, idolatry and certain heathen 
stoms had been abolished. 
The people were responding to the 
ching of the missionaries who had ar- 
ed in Hawaii in 1820. This group of 
fen married men and their wives had 
en sent out from Boston by the Ameri- 
1 Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
lssions. They found the people without 
Written language or a religion, yet re- 
pnsive and willing to learn. 
First the missionaries must become fam- 
r with the language and reduce it to 
iting. The simple sounds of Hawaiian, 
presented by five vowels and seven con- 
nants, made learning to read and write 
mparatively simple after the spelling 
js settled. Dr. Hiram Bingham, one of 

missionaries, had set himself to the 

of providing Scriptures in Hawaiian. 
le first publication was a part of St. 
ke’s Gospel translated in 1827 and 
blished in Honolulu. Then followed 
her parts of the Bible, with a group 
isting Dr. Bingham with the transla- 
in work, resulting in the complete New 
stament in 1832 and the entire Bible

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College-Church Relationships 


Dear Recorder Reader: 


Is there still a meed for church-con- 
nected colleges? There was a time when 
most institutions of higher education were 
church connected. Then with the rise of 
many state-supported universities and col- 
leges, and the dropping of church con- 
nection by many af the larger and older 
colleges, the interest in maintaining 
church-related institutions has seemed to 
become less and less. 


However, in some denominations there 
is a renewed interest in maintaining and 
strengthening their ties with their colleges. 
It is believed that there is a need for 
education under the influence of the 
Church to produce the best of Christian 
and denominational leadership. And such 
colleges have historically and continuously 
produced the finest type of leadership in 
every line of human interest. 


When Alfred, Milton, and Salem in- 
stitutions were chartered as colleges, not 
one of them was officially and legally re- 
lated to the Seventh Day Baptist denom- 
ination; though this denomination took 
the leadership in their establishment, de- 
velopment, and their financial support. 
They were related to Seventh Day Bap- 
tists only by association; and now the 
strength and vigor of that association has, 
through the years, deteriorated until it 
exists now in little more than in an in- 
tangible and traditional way. 


It is true that in the local area of each 
of these institutions the church still has 
some pride in it, and gives to it some 
moral and financial support, and that 
churches further away cherish the tradi- 
tion of “Seventh Day Baptist Colleges” 
and count it a worthful privilege to send 
some of their young people to college 
where there is a Seventh Day Baptist in- 
fluence, and where they may attend wor- 
ship on the Sabbath. So as a people we 
still have a vestige of interest and loyalty 
to Alfred, Milton, and Salem. 


But does this tenuous interest have the 
vitality and substance needed to give col- 
lege administrators and boards of direc- 
tors, who would like to maintain and give 
permanence to a denominational influence, 
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a sense of backing and support by our 
churches ? 

The Committee on Church-College Re- 
lations of the Board of Directors of Salem 
College has occasionally, for some years, 
contacted pastors and churches by letter 
and through the Sabbath Recorder, calling 
attention to problems involved, with little 
in the way of encouraging response. How- 
ever, we still believe this is a matter of 
vital importance to our future. 

What do you think about it? Can we 
revive interest in “our colleges,” or is it 
too late?

Sport of the Co-ordinating Council 


DF the Southeastern Association 
As presented by the chairman, Rev. Duane 
is, and adopted by the Association at Mid- 
| Island, W. Va., on June 28, 1959. Secretary 
Ittris was present and requested a copy of 
report for publication.) 

The Co-ordinating Council of the South- 
jtern Association of Seventh Day Bap- 
t Churches has met 7 times for regular 
letings during the past year. The meet- 
is are usually held the first Sunday of 
} month at 1:30 o’clock at Salem, with 
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one meeting held last year at Lost Creek. 
Officers elected in November, 1958, were: 
Duane L. Davis, chairman; Greta F. Ran- 
dolph, secretary; and Donald E. Richards, 
treasurer. 

The Co-ordinating Council seeks to 
bring together the work of the churches 
in our Association, to encourage and pro- 
mote those aspects in which inter-church 
cooperation seems valuable. Opportunity 
has been made for each church to report 
significant steps in its program and its 
suggestions for inter-church matters. Re- 
ports of our meeting are sent regularly 
to the 5 churches which do not send regu- 
lar representatives to the meetings. Com- 
munications and suggestions are often re- 
ceived from the Daytona Beach Church, 
with occasional participation from Salem- 
ville, and from Paul Beebe who unofficially 
represented the Putnam County, Florida, 
Chutch. 


Missionary-Evangelism Outreach 

This year, several activities on the As- 
sociational level by the Co-ordinating 
Council can be reported. Pastor Donald E. 
Richards has called on contact people in 
three different areas, on behalf of the 
Association while in these areas for per- 
sonal reasons: in Pittsburgh, Pa., Balti- 
more, Md., and Washington, D.C. In 
Pittsburgh and in Baltimore, these con- 
tacts seem to indicate the need for fur- 
ther continued calling in urban areas of 
our area on a regularly scheduled basis. 

For several years the Co-ordinating 
Council has been aware of needs on 
“Crites Mountain” in Braxton County, W. 
Va. Trips have been made this year to this 
remote mountain area on behalf of the 
Association by Pastor Donald E. Richards 
and Paul Beebe where they were gratefully 
received and found a group of needy 
people — in every way — who do not 
have any church privileges and who feel 
themselves connected with Seventh Day 
Baptists due to missionary work done by 
the Rev. Clifford Beebe, more than 20 
years ago. Here again, the need for sys- 
tematic contacting is indicated. 

At our last meeting, it was voted that 
the Co-ordinaing Council recommend to 
this session of the Association that the 
Southeastern Association sponsor a visita- 
tion program, similar to those conducted 
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by the Eastern and Pacific Coast Associa- 
tions and others on a regularly scheduled 
plan. 


One of our matters of discussion has 
been the need for new and fresh stories 
from the foreign missionary fields. This 
suggestion was given to our Missionary 
Board, and as a result, the Missionary 
Board and Board of Christian Education 
have given considerable time and effort to 
the securing, publication, and distribution 
of 20 Stories from Nyasaland, composed 
by “Beth and Joan” while traveling on 
furlough last year. 


Our Salemville Church has been with- 
out a pastor for nearly a year. The Co- 
ordinating Council felt that part of our 
missionary-evangelistic responsibility lies 
in aiding our present existing groups, as 
well as seeking new contacts and establish- 
ing new fellowships and churches. Since 
March, we have been “furnishing’’ the 
Salemville brethren with a pastor from 
our other churches on a once-a-month 
basis. Those participating have been Pas- 
tor Montie Slusher of Jackson Center, 
Ohio, who belongs to the Salem Church, 
Pastors Duane L. Davis, Donald E. Rich- 
ards, and C. W. P. Hansen from West 
Virginia. The Salemville folks have paid 
travel expenses for these monthly trips 
and have expressed their appreciation for 
this in many ways. They have recently 
expressed their appreciation as a church, 
and would be very glad for this to con- 


tinue until they secure a settled pastor on 
that field. 


Perhaps the most outstanding work of 
the year, and the best known is the work 
of the Co-ordinating Council concerning 
a radio ministry. As a result of plans for 
some time to concentrate some effort in 
some way in the Clarksburg Area (already 
served in some ways by Salem and Lost 
Creek Churches) it was decided to sponsor 
weekly broadcasts of a devotional nature. 
After some explorations, the Salem Church 
felt the challenge of taking the lead in 
this matter, and the Co-ordinating Council 
voted to cooperate with the Salem Church 
committee as far as possible in the radio 
program. 


Twenty-six weeks of broadcasting are 
now complete on Radio Station WPDX, 
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Clarksburg. These programs have | 
broadcast at the “close of the Sabbath | 
as the station goes off the air, and 
fifteen minutes long, with music 
meditation thoughts. The first quar 
meditations were given by Pastor Ha 
with the second quarter’s meditation | 
by Pastor Davis. The program contir 
and planning have been written by 
tor Hansen. A few letters of inquiry | 
been received, and considerable int 
has been evidenced by our people an 
many community friends. The sta 
reaches most of West Virginia witl 
broadcasts, which cost $18 for each w 
15-minute program. 

The financing of SABBATH VESP! 
our radio program, has been in this» 
the Co-ordinating Council has sec 
funds for about half of the 26 prog 
through a contribution of $36 from Sa 
ville, Pa., $100 from Lost Creek, and § 
from the American Sabbath Tract Soc 
The other half of the programs has | 
paid for by the Salem Church and 
Salem Women’s Society. Several sm 
individual gifts have been received. 

The Co-ordinating Council voted 
May 31 to ask the Association to dé 
considering the further broadcasting 
SABBATH VESPERS. The Council v 
to pay for the next two Sabbath broadc 
which means we have no definite { 
beyond July 11. 

The Evangelism Committee of the S. 
Church has recommended to the Co-o: 
ating Council the following: 

“We recommend to the Co-ordinz 
Council of the Southeastern Associ 
that an effort be made to raise suffi 
funds to carry on the Radio Progran 
least until the end of the General | 
ference.”

fact: “Ye are the salt of the earth.” It is 
followed by a warning, “but if the salt 
have lost his savor’; and then judgment 
for failure to accept the responsibility of 
being savory: “It is thenceforth good for 
nothing, but to be cast out and trodden 
under foot of men.” 

Let us consider some of the properties 
of salt. There are four in particular that 
seem to me to be very important, al- 
though you may think of others. They are 
the properties of softening or melting, 
seasoning, preserving, and cleansing or 
purifying. 

Salt Softens 

First, let us consider the property of 
softening or melting. Did any of you ever 
make ice cream in the old homemade 
freezer, with crushed ice around a metal 
can containing the cream, and insulated 
outside by a wooden tub? If you used only 
the ice, you could turn the freezer until all 
the ice was slowly melted and yet have 
only some cold pudding; but plenty of salt 
added to the ice and the frost would ra- 
pidly be driven into the cream until it was 
completely frozen and you had one of the 
most delectable of dishes. Another com- 
mon use that illustrates this same property 
is that of sprinkling salt on our highways 
to melt the ice in the winter and thus make 
our roads safe for travel. This same 
freezing and thawing process when the 
salt penetrates the crevice of a rock or 
block of cement will cause them to break 
up into small pieces. Thus the salty Chris- 
tian may soften the coldest, hardest heart. 


Salt Seasons 

The second property is that of season- 
ing. When I was a lad of perhaps twelve 
or thirteen years, I had a neighbor who 
was a very good trapper. I also did a small 
amount of trapping, so we had a bit in 
common. One day when he had caught 
an especially nice young coon, he told me 
that he planned’ to dress and eat it and 
how delicious it was to the taste. Since I 
had never eaten any of this kind of meat, 
he asked me to come at dinner time and 
he would prove to me that it was the best 
meat I had ever tasted. Well! You know 
how boys are. I didn’t need the second in- 
vitation and I was there at the appointed 
time the next day. There was a large plat- 
ter of steaming coon on the table and my 
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friend soon placed a good portion on 
plate, added some salt, and gave me son 
He-asked how it tasted and I, of cour 
admitted it was pretty good (though it q 
taste awfully strong of salt). He tasted) 
and said that all it lacked was a little m¢ 
salt. He proceeded to add more and th 
gave me more. This made it so salty tha) 
nearly strangled. I really don’t know } 
how that meat tasted. because of all t 
salt that was on it. Now, salt used } 
seasoning is supposed to bring out t 
best that is in the food that is to be si 
soned.

Salt Preserves 


The third property is that of preservit| 
The use of salt in a brine or by packil 
in direct contact with the food is perha 
one of our oldest methods of preservatic 
Food so treated will keep for long perio 
of time and still retain its original flav 
Thus. we find many of the wholesot 
activities of the Christian preserve 
society or community and make it go) 
and wholesome in which to live. 
Salt Purifies 
The last property is that of cleansing 
purifying. I was much pleased when 
valedictorian of our 1959 Leonardsvi 
senior class, used the verse of our te 
his valedictory. He is planning to becot 
a doctor, hence it is perhaps easy to unde 
stand why he mentioned that salt is us 
for cleansing and purifying. Rub a lit 
salt in an open wound and it begins 
smart; the wound is cleansed and so 
begins to heal. Likewise the Christian, 
opposing sin he may cause those involv 
to smart a little at times.
